(retired). 


Colville comes of a naval 
family and tx a living monu- 
ment to the Royal Navy's tradl- 
Honal reputation as the “silent, 
service.” As a leading London 
newspoper observed this week, 
“Ho sees his own job in terms 
of telfing the newspapers . a 
Ute as he possibly can.” 


I know of one London re- 
porter who asked tho palace 
press office what tho Queen 
had worn to an investiture and 
was told: “That fs a private 
matter.” 


The job of royal press secre+ 
tary is a tricky one. Ideally, 
he should be able to judge and
